Thrice happy the woman of mature age, who, having heen 
guided through the labyrinths of choices out into the open of 
a poitive Christian life, can reach out in tender care to thoge 
of faltering footsteps and upon whose heads have fallen the 
frosts of well-nigh four score and ten winters, and who have 
said 8oftly to each other as they have journeyed toward the 
zetting sun, *'So we always keep the same hearts, though our 
outer frame-work fails and shows the touch of time.”

Having won their confidence and being able to make your- 
zelf understood by them, do not degitate to talk to them on 
the subject of religion, for the Italian is fond of diccucaing 
religious subjects, and you will soon find that the bootblack 
or fruit vender eazily becomes a theologian. He may not be 
orthodox, either from the Roman Catholio or Protestant 
point of view, but at all events he is eager to expreas his ideas 
along religious lines. The ordinary Ttalian is not « bigot, 
and, 80 far as the men are concerned in general, you may count 
upon their being out of eympathy with the Roman church.

Groves, 'of Edwardeville, Kaneas, who is often re. 

erred to as the "Negro Potato King.” Other men of ny 
race have made more money than Mr. Groves. Not all o 
them have 80 well deserved as he the fortune he has gained, (or 
Mr. Groves is a farmer'and has not made his fortune at &cond 
hand, 80 to speak, but has wrested it directly from the soil. Mr 
Groves is a full-blooded Negro, and was born a slave in Green 
County, Kentucky, in 1859. Shortly after he and his parents

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'roves, «0 that she might begin work at once in the field by 
».s ide, where he has ever aince, in life's viciazitudes, been 
his steady companion. During the whole season they worked 
with never-tiring energy, early and late, with the result that 
when the crop had been harvested and all debts paid they 
had cleared one hundred and twenty dollars. Of this eum 
they decided to invest fifty dollars in a lot in Kanazs City, 
Kan. They paid twenty-five dollars for a milk cow, and the 
remaining fifty dollars they kept to be uged in making another 
crop. This was the way Mr. Groves started in buziness. 

[n 1884, as a regult of the previous three years' labor, Mr: 
Groves had two thousand two hundred dollars to his credit 
in the local bank. With this he made the first payment on & 
{arm of eighty acres of land near Edwardeville, in the great 
Kaw Valley, promiaing to pay the remaining fourteen hundred 
dollars at the end of the year, | This they succeeded in doing, 
and, continuing to proaper, they pugchaged in 1887 two amall 
adjoining farms, for which they paid in cagh. In 1889 they 
bought a fourth farm, and in 1896 a fifth. 

Mr. Groves' business has grown to the extent that he has a 
private railroad track which leads from his «hipping station 
0 the main line of the Union Pacific Railroad. which runs 
through Edwardsville, They also own and operate a general 
merchandise 8tore, in which they carry a large stock of goods. 
They bave geveral large orchards+-on their farms. In the 
apple orchard there are aeven thousand trees, aix years old; 
from which last year four car loads of apples were gathered. 
There are eighteen hundred trees in the peach orchard, even 
bundred in the pear orchard and two bundred and fifty in the 
cherry orchard. They also grow extenaively apricots and 
grapes. ;
